i.ondon, March 10., 839 p.m.—After 
ten days’ desperate fighting victory 
thas finally iaclined to the Japanese, 
and the bloodiest -battle im the 
world’s bistcry ends in irretrievable, 
disaster to the Russian arms. Ku- 
roki, on the right, bas captured Pu- 
ghan, and thus General Rennan- 
kamrf’s corps is definitely cut off 
and mist surrender, General Noedzu 
marched into Mukden ati 10 a.m. and 
cagtured enormous guastities of sup- 
qies, ammunition and guns, besides 
#8000 jrisoners. In the meantime 
Generals Nogi and Oku have swept 
on to the horth and east and appear 
#o have straddled the railway south 
ef Tie Pass, thus cutting off, the 
bnik of Kuropatkin’» army. The 
whole Russian forces are now, disin- 
wegrated with no possible chance of 
extrication, and it is possible the 
whote 300,000 may surrender. Isolai-

St. Petersburg, March ®.—The 
Great question mow, and the one 
which the @eneral staff burned its 
Ughts over fate in. the night is whe- 
ther Fiela Marshal Oyama has enitan- 
gled the Russiaps in his net suffic- 
iently to prevent successful retreat 
to Tie Pass, Gen. Rennenkamreff’s 
forces om the eastward admittedly 
are in great danger of being cut off 


and a consideraple force of Japan- 


est appears to be operating on the 
Russisn right well towards Tie Pass. 
If the Japanese suceoced in reaching 
the railroad and interrupting traffic, 
if only for a few hours it may have 
the greatest consequences tor Gen- 
eraf Kuropat&kin, who is now engazgd 
in a literal race with the Japanese to 
reach a natural defensible cosifion 
forty miles northward. Thus far he 
has stood pff alll attacks directed 
against the flanks of his army and 
holds the way of retreat open. He 
undoubtedly was forced to abandon a 
mumber of siege guns on his Shakhe 
position, buat if he: saceceded in turn- 
ing over the army iniact with the 
erineipal portion cf his artillery train 
to his enecessor, the Russian cause 
wili be by no means desperate, for 
Oyama will again have missed his 
quarry. and a comraratively barren 
victery will again have been gurch2s- 
ed at Gm enormons cost of life. All 
reports indicate that the Japanese 
were utterly reckless of sacrifices, 
making attack after attack, especial- 
fy on the centro and westward 
against machine guns and infantry 
fire which literally mowed down the 
advancing columns, making human 
fiesh so cheap thmt, at times the sur- 
vivors coulé bastion themselves be- 
hind piles of corpses. 

A high ‘Military official said last 
night that the generat staff had had
